fr. Morton to Be Given the Power to Count 
a Quorum Whenever the Republican 
Caucus Orders Him to Do So, 


WASHINGTON, April 27.--[Special.]—The 
republicans of the senate are preparing for the 
enactment of vicious legislation. 

Senator “Billy” Chandler took the first 
gtep on Wednesday. Heintroduced a resolu- 
tion to wipe out ‘senatorial courtesy.”’ It 
provides foracall of the previous question 
and gives tothe president of the senate the 
authority to ‘‘counta quorum.” In short, the 
gesolution is intended to limit debate in much 
the same manner as is done in the house by 
special orders, which, in connection with the 
provision for counting a quorum, absolutely 
strips the minority of any power to successfully 
filibuster. Its effect will be to wipe out all 
the old senatorial courtesy idea which has op- 
erated in the direction of delaying business in 
the upper house. 

For the past hundred years the senate has 
been operating under the old ordinary debat- 
ing society rules. Underthema vote cannot 
be taken on any measure as long as there isa 
senator who wants to be heard on the subject. 
In other words, without unanimous consent no 
gheasure could be voted on. These rules have 
been occasionally used by the minority to kill 
geasures when they could not do it by a vote. 

Now, as to the cause of their introduction at 
present. It has been sub rosa gossip for some 
time that if the republicans attempted to pass 
@ national election law, or the McComas anti- 
gerrymandering bill, the democrats have re- 
golved that they would use the privileges ac- 
corded them under the rules to talk these 
measures to death. To do this it might be nec- 
essary totalk day and night for a very long 
time, but there are democrats who can do that. 
For instance, Senatof Morgan spoke thirty-six 
hours on the fisheries treaty last session.,He 
ran lead off with an houreffort. Senator Butler 
fan follow with a speech of equal length, 
while others can then come in with lengthy 
efforts and the speaking can go on day after 
day until the session closes, 

The republicans knew the democrats could 
and would defeat these vicious measures in 
this way, and therefore the Chandler ~‘resolu- 
tion. It is an evidence that vicious measures 
gre on foot. It is an evidence that the repub- 
licans are determined to passa national elec- 
tion law. The democrats know this and will 
mow exert their efforts to defeat the passage of 
the resolution. It will probably be decided by 
them to attempt to talk the resolution to 
‘death. 

The disposition of this resolution is looked 
forward to with as much interest as was the 
fight on the adoption of rulesin the house at 
the beginning of this session. There are going 
to be some high old times in the senate.

Here is arather curious matter brought to 
fight in the house committee on railroads the 
other @ay. It puts Baby McKee’s grandpa in 
an embarrassing position, to say the least 
of it. 

In the president’s annual message there was 
@ clause which readsth this wise and which 
attracted no attention at the time. Indeed, it 
seems to have been overlooked. It says: 

“It is competent, I think, for congress to re- 
quire uniformity in the construction of cars 
used in interstate commerce and the use of im- 
proved safety appliances upon such trains. 
Time will be necessary to make the needed 
changes, but an earnest and intelligent begin- 
ning should be made at once. It is a reproach 
to our civilization that any class of American 
workmen should, in pursuit of a necessary and 
useful vocation, be subjected to a peril of life 
and limb as great as that of a soldier in the 
time of war.”’ 

This was in turn followed by the introduc- 
tion of a bill providing that after the first of 
November, 1892, all railroads shall equip all 
their engines and freight cars with an “‘auto- 
matic coupler’ and “with 
brakes.”’ 

The railroad attorneys who appeared before 
the committee the other day to protest against 
the passage of the bill, called attention to the 
fact that “automatic air brakes” was not a 
general term applying to an infinite variety of 
such brakes, but referred to one particular 
patent brake held by one particular corpora- 
tion and that what congress was asked to do 
‘Was to pass a law compelling the use of a de- 
vice held by a monopoly at such a cost as. such 
@ monopoly might charge. 

id Mr. Carnegie, the Pittsburg iron king who 
liberally subscribed to the Harrison campaign 
fund, is deeply interested in the 
particular company which owns _ this 
air brake. It is _ said that he 
Convinced Mr. Blaine during their journey to- 
gether in Scotland that it was the duty of 
Congress to take action to protect the lives of 
brakemen.

It takes time 
to warm yourself. You must shake off the 
frividity of the blue room. You feel like a 
“called back’’ Pan-American. 

However, in a few moments you stand 
aghast in the east room. The dressing is 
something wonderful to look upon. Here you 
see a Corean in his gaudy silk gown. On his 
arm is a little almond-eyed curiosity in an- 
other sart of a gown, which is gathered around 
the neck, apparently with a cord, and hangs 
loosely down to the floor, without waist.

MARSHAL FONSECA’S GOOD WORDS 


Decrees Which Destroy Freedom of Discus- 
sion and Liberty of Publication—Offend- 
ers to Be Trief in Strange Courts. 


New York, April 27.—Mail advices from 
Rio de Janeiro bring the following: 

On April 1st, at 1 p. m., his excellency, 
Quintino Bocayuva, minister of foreign 
affairs, called for Mr. James Fenner Lee, 
charge d’ affaires of the United States of 
America, at his hotel, and took him in his 
carriage to the palace Itamarity, where he had 
an audience of generalissimo, chief of the pro- 
visional government, Marshal Manuel Deodoro 
Do Fonzeca. 

MR. LEE SPEAKS. 

On presenting the joint resolution of the 
United States senate and house of representa- 
tives, engrossed on beautiful vellum, Mr. Lee 
said: 

“Mr. President: Iam charged with the agree- 
able duty of placing in your excellency’s hand an 
authenticated copy of the joint resolution of the 
senate and house of representatives of the Uniied 
States of America, in congress assembled, which 
was approved by the president on the 19th of Jan- 
uary last, whereby the United States of America 
congratulate the people of Brazil on their peacetul 
assumption of thé powers, duties and responsibili- 
ties of self government. 

My government, Seating Spon the freely ex- 
pressed will of the people of the United States, 
thus gives voice, through their representatives, to 
the cordial sentiments they entertain toward the 
people of Brazil, and utter their friendly welcome 
to a nation that, by the adoption of self -govern- 
inent, has enrolled itself among the independent 
commonwealths of tlie western hemisphere. 

The friendship which already unites the two 
countries is a pledge of even closer association, 
looking toward attainment in future of the ends 
common to both. ; 

{ cannot permit myself to doubt that the high 
hopes }! countrymen cherish for the advance- 
ment of Brazil, in the paths of peace and material 
prosperity. will beabundant!y realized under the 

eneficent influence of justice and reverence for 
the rights of all men.” 
FONSECA’S REPLY. 

Marshal Fonseca replied: 

“With feelings of heartfelt joy, I accept the 
congratulations of the congress of the United 
States of America on the auspicious event, now 
realized, of the assumption of self-government 
throughout the whole continent. The sentiment 
of friendship and amity which has for- 
tunately ever continue to exist. be- 
tween Brazil and the United . States 
of America, will be henceforward,I hope and 
trust, still more intimate and cordial, by reason of 
indentity of political institutions, which establish 
a Virtual alliance between brazil and the United 
States, an alliance founded on sentiments 
of mutual respect, esteem and confidence, 
and that has in view the interests common to the 
cause of peace and of the prosperity otf American 
nations. The Brazilian people, who have always 
held in high esteem the good relations maintained 
with the American people, will receive 
with feelings of gratitude this new 
proof of friendship on the part 
of the worthy and iliustrious representatives of 
the United States of America in congress assem- 
bied. as well as asignal proof of the esteein offered 
us by the illustrious president of the powerful re- 
public, your native land, by sending us, through 
your intermedium, the expression of good will.” 

MUZZLING THE PRESS. 

The provisional government has issued a de- 
cree, setting forth that, whereas, tothe detri- 
ment of public order and tranquillity, false re- 
ports and alarming rumors have been circu- 
lated, with the manifest and unpatriotic ob- 
ject of favoring censurable speculations: 
any that such py wa and. rumors are highly 
injurious to the foreign credit of Brazil, weak- 
ening confidence in the stability of our insti- 
tutions and in the security of obligations con- 
tracted by nations; therefore, Marshal Manuel 
Deodoro da Fonseca, chief of the provisional 
government, instituted by the ariny and navy 
in the name of the nation, hereby decrees: 

“Article 1.—To the provision of the decree of 
December 23d. 1889, are subject all persons who 
originate or aid in circulating, by means of press 
or telegraph, or in any other way, in Brazil or 
in foreign countries, false reports and alarming 
rumors, such as refer, for instance, to the dis- 
cipiine of troops, tojstability.of the institutions of 
the country and to pubiic order.” 

“Article 2.—From this provision is excluded 
written or verbal criticism, however severe it may 
be, of the government’s acts, for the purpose of 
exposing, correcting and preventing administra- 
tive errors, provided it be free from . personalities 
and defamation. 

“Article 3.—When an offense shall be committed 
in any place beyond the limit of the federal os 
tal, the offender shall be arrested and conveyed to 
said capital, for the purpose of being here tried by 
the tribunal instituted by said decree. 

“Article 4.—All provisions to the contrary are 
hereby repealed. : 

“The minister and secretary of state for the 
department of justice will cause this decree to be 
executed. 

“Hall of the provisional government of the 
United States of Brazil, on the 29th day of March, 
2d year of the republic.

WHAT THE DECREE MEANS. 

By the decree of December 23d, referred to, 
persons committing offenses therein specified 
are considered guilty of military sedition, and 
must suffer the penalties with which the crime 
is punishable. The trial is according to mili- 
tary forms before a military tribunal insti- 
tuted by all the governments. The offenses 


specified in that decree are as follows: 

Conspiring against the republic and the gov- 
ernor. 

Advising, aiding or abetting, by word, writing 
or deed,a civil revolt or military insubordina- 
tion. 

Attempting, by any species of instigation, 
to lead officers or soldiers into acts contrary 
to their duty to their superiors, or hostile toa 
ges rete form of government. 

‘irculating in the army and navy false and 
Subversive ideas in such a manner as to excite 
unfriendly feelings toward the republic. 

Promoting intoxication among soldiers for the 
pesposs of leading them into acts of insubordina- 

ion,

Mexico, 


City or Mexico, April 27.—The flower 
feast, or combat of flowers, began at 4 o’clock 
this afterncon.

THE THREATENED DEMONSTRA- 
TION ON MAY DAY 


BY THE WORKMEN OF GERMANY 


If the Socialist Law Is Enforced, There May 
Be Lively Times Retween the Police 
and the Workmen. ~ 


Beruix, April 26.—[Copyrighted by the 
New York Associated Press.]}—The emperor 
has telegraphed instructions to Chancellor 
von Caprivi regarding the attitude of the 
authorities throughout the country towards the 
May day celebrations: The emperor says that 
the attitude of the authorities should be con- 
certed and consistent. | 

The chancellor presided at a meeting of the 
Prussian privy council last night, at which 
the empcror’s suggestions were considered. 
Reports from populous centres showed that the 
authorities iu some places were preparing to 
suppress public demonstrations by the use of 
soldiery. In other places they were confining 
themselves to issuing warnings against ex- 
cesses. Chancellor von Caprivi made 
arrangements to secure unity of 
action between the various authorities. 
Although it is expected in official 
circles that the day will pass very quietly, ev- 
ery precaution will be taken for the prompt 
and ruthless suppression of disorders. Troops 
will be kept within the barracks in order to 
avoid a collision with those taking part in the 
celebration, but they will be ready to act if re- 
quired. 

The emperor will return to Berlin on April 
30th. It was hisintention to hold a grand 
spring review of the army on May day, but 
this has been postponed until May 25d, with a 
view not to provoke the workmen. 

Socialist leaders here continue their efforts 
to influence the men against the suspension of 
work. Bebel, Liebknecht and Singer, through 
the central committee of the party, are actively 
operating to prevent its manifestation. Noth- 
ing like a unanimous demonstration through- 
out Germany is now possible. 

Large numbers of workingmen are found 
everywhere who differ with those desiring to 
make demonstrations. The tendency among 
workiagmen in Berlin is to work a half day 
on May ist. All beer houses and restaurants 
having space have been engaged for celebra- 


tions on the evening of May Ist, at which the.

tions. The Silesian miners have decided to 
work as usual. In Saar and Baden the day will 
be observed asa half holiday. On the other 
hand, the socialists of Hamburg, Altona, 
Leipzig and Frankfort persist in organizing a 
demonstration. 

A mass meeting of Hamburg workmen, 
held today, considered the prociamation issued 
by the public companies and firms declaring 
that absentees on May Ist will be dismissed. 
Those present at the meeting unanimously 
resente the proclamation and _ decided 
to take a holiday, pledging themselves to 
support any of the men who suffer 
through the employers’ edict. As the police 
of Hambugg prohibit public meetings, the 
trades have arranged for excursions and rural

The municipal banquet, excursions, 
fetes, etc., are being arranged for the enter- 
tainment of the delegates. A tripto Finiand 
is proposed, to take place after the close of the 
congress. 

A Quiet Day in France. 

Paris, April 27.—The a elections 
passed off quietly. Inthe suburbs the police 
destroyed a number of Orleanist and Bou- 
langist placards. 

President Carnot has returned to Paris. He 
received an unusual ovation at Grenoble. 


“Colonel” Victoria in Germany. 
Berwin, April 27.—The emperor spent the 
day with Queen Victoria at Darmstadt. The 
ueen received a deputation from the German 
dragoon regiment, of which she is the honorary 
colonel. 


The Result of the Riot. 


VIENNA, April 27.—Additional deaths re- 
sulting from the riot at Biala make the total 
number of victims seventeen. Burgomaster 
Murschan has been threatened with death. 


THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


The Work Mapped Out for the Considera- 
tion of the Two Houses. 


Wasninaton, April 27.—The senate to- 
morrow will resume consideration of the 
land grant forfeiture bill, with the expec- 
tation of coming to a vote upon it before ad- 
journment. Itis the intention of its friends 
to have it disposed of by Tuesday night in any 
event. After that will come up the customs 
administrative bill, and this will probably fill 
out the remainder of the week. There is con- 
siderable opposition on the democratic side to 
the measure as reported by the committee on 
finance, and it is-announced thati§Senator 
Evarts has an amendment to propose, so that 
the chances seem good for a debate of three or 
four days. The silver bill is the next measure 
of general interest on the order of busi- 
ness, and it will taken up 
this week if any time remains. 
Although the republicans of the senate are not 
yet agreed upon all the detai!s of the silverbill, 
it is believed that the measure, which they 
all will support, will be prepared for considera- 
tion of the senate by the time that body is ready 
to entertain it. If for any reason the silver bill 
should not be ready when the administrative 
customs bill has been disposed of, the bills for 
the admission of Idaho and Wyoming will 
take its place. 

Saturday, according to the regular order of 
business, is devoted to the consideration of 
bills on the calendar to which no objection is 
one but this order may very possibly be set 
aside. 

THE HOUSE PROSPECT. 

_ The failure of the house to pass the legisla- 
tive appropriation bill Saturday leaves it to 
come up tomorrow as unfinished business. 
The previous question has been 
ordered, so that a vote on the pas- 
sage of the measure will robably 
be reached shortly after the session of the day

AN OPEN LETTER, 


Addressed to President Harrison by the 
Jacksonvilie Times-Union. 

J ACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 27.—The follow- 
ing open letter has been addressed to President 
Harrison by the editor of the Times-Union, in 
reply to statements contained in his letter to 
Attorney-General Miller: 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., April 27, 1890 —To Benjamin 
Harrison, President of the United States—Sir: It 
is with surprise and with deep senseof injury that 
the people of Florida read this morning your letter 
of April 24th, addressed to Attorney- 
General Miller, and containing  state- 
ments with reference to them which 
they are convinced must have been based upon 
misinformation as to the tiue state of affairs in 
Leon, Gadsden, Madison and Jefferson counties. 

Under ordinary circumstances it would be 
highly presumptuous in me, and repugnant to my 
sense ot the proprieties, to thus intrude upon your 
attention, yet the fact thatthe Times-Union, the 
leading daily newspaper in this state, occupies an 
intermediate position with reference to the people 
of Fiorida and the public, whose good opinion 
they hold in high esteem, makes me feel sure that 
a prompt word of defense, of explanation, from 
this quarter will, at least, a} preciated 
by them and may prove not wholly 
distasteful to you, nor appear to have been un 
called for under the circumstances. If it shall 
seyve to enlighten you even in the smallest partic- 
ular upon the true conditions prevalent in these 
foureounties, I shall feel more than repaid for 
the risk of adverse criticism incurred by taking 
this step. : 

Yeu say thatin the four counties named ‘‘ob- 
structions are offered to execution processes of 
the courts of the United States,and that the officers 
of the United States have not been suffered freely 
to exercise their lawful functions.” Then the 
soufee of your information is doubtiess the official 
channels of the department of justice, based upon 
the allegations of the officers of court for 
this district. How worthy of credence 
these are you can best judge by the following cir- 
cumstances: 

Shortly after your appointment of Charlies 
Swayne as district judge, an under-oflicer of his 
court openly boasted that its yoy! was to be one 
of persecution of d« mocrats to the bitterend. A 
threat which naturally put him on the defensive, 
and provoked wide-spread suspicion of Judge 
Swayne’s tribunal. ©n July 5 laat, the judge ap- 
pointed a jury commissioner in open and flagrant 
violation of the United States statute, and another 
officer of his court has only recently been charged 
with the admission that this act was unlawtul, 
but was done to make the conyiction of democrats 
sure, a charge which he has never publicly de- 
nied. The marshal of this court ordered his 
deputy to select for jurors only § “true 
and tried Republicans,” and other open violations 
of the statute, which direct that the selection 
shall be made without regard to party aftiliations. 

Under this arrangement the grand jury con- 
tained twenty-two republicans in a_ total of 
twenty-three members. Indictments against 
democrats for political offenses were then found 
by the wholesale, in many instances upon the 
most unreliable testimony, and the eo gener- 
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ally were aroused toa high pitch of indignation 
and fear. 

In the cases that came to trial, the rulings of 
the court were often partisan, unjust and still 
the packed grand jury kept grinding out indict- 
ments. 

Do you wonder, then, that the citizens of Leon, 
Gadsden, Jetierson and Madison coun- 
ties, where a large number of in- 
dictments have been found against men who are 
known to be innocent of any wrong-doing shrank 
from appearing for trial beiore a court thus consti- 
tuted to convict guilty and innocent alike? Many 
of these men were poor, living among-neighbors 
similiarly conditioned in life, little known out- 
side their immediate communities, and confront- 
ed with serious difficulty in securing bail. 
you wonder that they evaded arrest? That innocent 
men preferred privations and hardships in con- 
cealment to facing a court constituted to convict, 
and holding open the doors of the penitentiary 
for them’? 

If, in some instances, men have been rendered 
desperate under these circumstances, can you 
wonder at it? The condition in these counties 
has becn truly deplorable. Wives, mothers and 
children have lived in constant terror. They have 
feared that atany day or hour théir loved ones 
might be dragged from their homes, hundreds of 
miles away, for trial before a partisan court, and 
be made to suffer punishment, innocent or a 
They have had the sympathy of their own people 
and of the state in general. They ask you to con- 
sider these things. The people of these counties 
are not offering obstructions to the execu- 
tion of court processes. They object 
to being held responsible for isolated 
individual acts. They are not lawless, nor do 
they seek tosetthe law at defiance. They are 
industrious, God-fearing and law-respecting peo- 

le. They have been grossly misrepresented. 

hey are not inhospitable to officers of the United 
States court. Inthetown of Madison, where it 
had been charged that a marshbal’s posse was re- 
fused accommodations, investigation proved the 
contrary. Ihave in my possession statements 
signed by eleven of the posse to the effect that 
they were treated like gentiemen. 

You are charged with the responsibility of ex- 
ecuting the laws. The people of these four 
counties do not desire to offer any obsiructions, 
or any resistance to such execution. 

It is their wish to aid you in bringing wrong- 
doers to punishment, but I know that I voice their 
sentiments when I assure you that they cannot re- 
spect the United States court for this district if it 
is to continue its policy of the poe nine months. 
If it is purified, if it is cleansed of all suapicion of 
partisanship, of designed oppression, of injustice, 
its officers will encounter no resistance, no ob- 
struction, no evasion in Leon, Gadsden, Jefferson 
and Madison counties. Constitute a district 
court to mete out justice, not injustice, and the 
people of Florida will hold it in as high respect as 
do the —— of any state inthe union. Very re- 
spectfully, F. W. HAWTHORN, 
Editor Times-Union.

Her Lover Puts a Revolver to Her Head, and 
Orders Her to Consent to M arriage—She 
Faints While Giving the Response. 


FERNANDINA, Fla.; April 28.—This town ts 
all agog over a most sensational incident oeca- 
sioned by the erratic and violent love-making 
of G. R. Hubby, a city councilman, and ° the 
local agent for the Mallory Stemnship line. 

Mrs. Thorpe, a respectable and attractive 
widow, well known in society here, and a. 
daughter of Colonel E. R. Brink, formerly of 
Wilmington, N. C., was married to Mr. Hub- 
by under circumstances which she alleges 
were startling and scandalous in the extreme.

After forcing a con- 
sent he also threatened to shoot her at the

He then drove her to his residence on Sev- 
enth street and sent for the Rev. Mr. Cross to 
come and marry them.

Cross examined it and finding it correct he 
proceeded with the ceremony.

In a Quarrel Over the Love of a Comely 
Black Damesel. 

Aveusta, Ga., April 27.—[{Special.}—Cor- 
oner Picquetreceived netice today ef the kill- 
ing of a negro out in the country last night, on 
Mr. Fred Beall’s place, about seven miles 
from town.

* SOUGHT A FRIEND IN DEATH. 


He Had Lived Eighty Years, Was Friendless 
and Penniless. 

Boston, Mass., April 27.—William Wall, a 
lonely and penniless old man of eighty years, 
stood at the bar in the municipal court Tues- 
day. He had dropped himself into the Charles 
river and was pulled out aftera strong effort 
to free himnself from those who were trying to 
save him. His aged wife died last November, 
and he had nochildren and no friends. He 
cared no longer to live. The attempt 
at suicide was made yesterday _ af- 
ternoon. As soon as his straggling form was 
seen in the water two boats were shoved off, 
and presently were within reach of the drown- 
ing man. To him was reached an oar, which 
he grasped only for the purpose of pushing the 
life crait away from him. After a repetition 
of these tactics, the would-be rescuers realized 
that his wish was to end his days. Then they 
seized him and drew him into one of the boats, 
he resisting and struggling all the while. 
Brought upon the bridge his first words, in- 
stead of being expressive of heartfelt grati- 
tude, were: “Oh, why did you doit? I am of 
no use to myself nor to anybody elsé, and I 
was Weary, oh, weary, of life.’’ 

In the courtroom he told his story to the 
judge. He had Jived in Boston for fifty-five 
years, working at his trade as carpenter. He 
was married in 1833, but had no children. 
and his wife were a hard-working couple, but 
when old age came on they could do but little 
work, and their small savings were slowly 
eaten away. The wife died October 5, 1889. 
The old man sold his carpenter tools, which he 
had always treasured, to secure the means for 
her decent burial.

T. D. Tinsley—‘‘The fair does not benefit 
the wholesale trade of the city, as is supposed, 
but nevertheless I am heartily in favor of it.

held in a slipshod fashion; but on the 
other hand I think it is _ neces- 
sary that we should make it a 
grand successand something that will reflect 
credit on the city and on thestate.

It is their fair; let them run 
it, but let-us give them all the aid possible.”’ 

Marion Rogers—“I don’t think the city 
should go into co-partnership with the society. 
They haveatwenty year contract with the 
city, and they should be allowed to carry it 
out; though, of course, I think Macon should 
do all she can to assist them in making it a 
success.”’ | 

A. W. Turner—“‘Oh yes, we must have 
the fair. There’s no doubt about that, and as 
Macon is favored with the patronage of the 
Agricultural society, I think it is incumbent 
upon her to lend her aid in any way the society 
may ask.’’ 

T. C. Burke—“‘Our merchants should go to 
work for the next fair, and unless they do they 
ought not to complain if the fair is not a good 
one.

He gives the highest praise to this societ 
for its past usefulness and present power in 
giving all bibles and. other religious books 
and perioditals to the people. It commends 
the publication of Kind Words literature, 
edited by Drs. Shaver, Boykin and 
others, as eminently suited to the wants 
of our Georgia Baptist Sunday schools. 
It believes it well for this literature 
to be published' under the direction of the 
home mission board, and thinks that when the 
present contract expires, it should be renewed 
in some way to keep it organically connected 
with the Southern Baptist convention. 

The chairman spoke, begging that if discus- 
sion followed, it be of akindly and considerate 
character. 

DR. HAWTHORNE SPEAKS. 

Dr. Hawthorne spoke, prefacing the remark 
that he felt like singing “‘Blest be the tie that 
binds.’’ He spoke in favor of the report, giv- 
ing a sketch of the origin and growth 
of the Kind ords publications, 
and claims that since 1863 the South- 
ern Baptist convention has been organicaily 
connected with this Sunday school literature, 
and has publishedit. We are now doing noth- 
ing new, but only enlarging our former work. 
He gave the substance of the reports of the 
Southern Baptist convention, made from year 
to year, indorsing Kinds Words from 1863 to 
the present time. The home board, in mak- 
ing the contract for the publication of Graded 
Heips, acted under orders from the convention 
in 1586, re-affirmed and indorsed again in 1887. 

He quoted Dr. C. C. Bitting, who is now 
connected with the Philadelphia 
publications, but who, ! when in 
the sixties and early in the seventies, 
was connected with the southern publications, 
as saying, for many reasons, southern Baptists 
should provide Sunday school literature for 
their children. The speech was long and ex- 
haustive, and was a very able presentation of 
the Kind Words side of the discussion, believ- 
ing that soon from the enlarged circulation of 
this literature a large royalty will accrue tothe 
treasury of the Southern Baptist convention. 
Now one thousand dollars a year are thus ob- 
tained. Soon ten thousand will be received. 

DR. M’DONALD FOLLOWS. 

Dr. McDonald followed, making kind 
references by way of introduction ta the 
speaker last on the floor. He deprecated be- 
yond the power of words, anything that tended 
to separate the masses of the Baptists of our 
great country. He was not bern in this coun- 
try, issorry forit, butis trying to become a 
native Georgian as fastas hecan. He has 
lived almost all his lifein the south, and all 
his trials, triumphs, joys, sorrows, sympathies 
and affections are in the south. Here his 
children were born; under her green graves 
the forms of some of them lie. 
He thanked God for religious 
freedom. He does not desire organic 
union with the northern Baptists, but 
such a committee between the two 
organizations that both may at all times 
fraternize kindly together. The American 
Baptist Publication society, in a kind and 
fraternal way, came to our aid soon aftor the 
war, and aided us with Bibles and literature. 
He thinks there is not such another organiza- 
tion of its kind inthe world. It is the expo- 
nent of the best thought for Sunday schools, 
gathered from our ablest minds, both south 
and north. May my tongue cleave to the 
roof of iny mouth, and my 
right hand forget its cunningif I ever lift my 
voice against the American Baptist Publica- 
tion society. The society makes mistakes. Who 
isinfallible? But are they not prompt to cor- 
rect these mistakes? All honor to them for their 
splendid success. But for their success they 
could never have helped the Baptists, north 
and south, white and black. He wanted the 
time to come when these questions may be dis- 
cussed with the latent feeling of sectionalism, 
forgetting that there isa north and asouth. He 
would prefer that this discussion had not 
come till at its proper place, before the 
Southern Baptist convention. He awarded the 
highest honor to Drs. Shaver and Boykin, 
but wishes it remembered that Broadus, 
Harris, Landrum and such southern men by 
the dozen, make the northern pubiications, 
and arethen bought off from principle by 
northern Baptist gold. ’Tis twenty-five years 
since General Lee surrendered. Shall we keep 
the fires of sectionalism burning forever? 
Can’t we, like the lawyers, the doctors, yea, 
the soldiers of both sides, meet and talk in 
love and forget the past? Is it the gospel 
peace to fan dying embers into flames? Let 
us seek the things that make for peace. 

Mr. Hatcher made a statement for the Phil- 
adelphia society that it does not claim exclu- 
sively a north or a south, but claims the privi- 
lege of doing business anywhere with anybody 
who desires to do business with us. We are 
increasing our business largely, very largely, 
yearly, and monthly. He deprecates this dis- 
cussion, thinks it violative of the action at 
Memphis last year. 

J. Howard Carpenter said the Kind Words 
are ours. Let us sustain them. 

JUDGE HILLYER’S VIEWS. 

jHon.George Hillyer thoughta larger percent- 
age of the population of the south are evangel- 
ical in sentiment and practice than among 
any other people on earth. We are the safest 
repository of JBible truth. Baptists here 
are more numerous than anywhere else. Let 
us then furnish our own Sunday school litera- 
ture. 

Dr. Burrows was proud of the report. He 
rejoiced in the success of the American Baptist 
Publication society. He went further. e is 
grateful for the branch house in Atlanta. He 
is po thas he is a southern Baptist, 
an he demands the liberty of 
opinion as to what helps we will use in our 
Sunday schools.

The discussion, however, has been in good 
spirit and brotherly throughout. All the 
speakers disclaimed om desire to give offense.

NORTH CAROLINA CROP REPORTS. 


The Indications for the Coming Crop Very 
Favorable. 

RALEIGH, N. C., April 27.—[{Special.]—The 
first weekly weather crop bulletin of the 
North Carolina experiment station and state 
weather service for the current year has been 
issued. It says the uninterrupted mildness of 
the winter months this season developed fruit 
and vegetables to an unusual degree, and en- 
abled the farmers to accomplish good work in 
preparation for the coming season by putting 
the land in first-class condition for planting. 
At the end of the winter everything looked 
green, and the buds of the fruit trees were in 
an advanced state, promising abundant crops. 
During March heavy frosts damaged the fruits 
especially, and wheat and oats toa considera- 
ble extent. Favorable weather during April 
greatly improved the wheat and oats, and 
the probable damage to fruit, excepting 
peaches and plums, may not be so 
great as was anticipated. On the whole, the 
prospects for the coming season are very fair. 

The reports of the correspondents for the 
week are generally favorable, though the tem- 
ee, during the vn i art of the week was 

iow the average, and frosts occurred killing 
tender vegetables, melon vines, nipping young 
corn and injuring the tobacco plants. Most 
correspondents remark thatthe injury is not 
nearly so great as was apprehended.

The 
very cut of his hair and whiskers, the quick 
merrousness of his motions, the bright intelli 
gence of his hazel eyes, the easy, graceful 
gnount into his saddle, the fit of his wni- 
form, and even the set of his polished 
gpurs excited the reverence. and the 
trust of every soldier in his command. 

“Didn't you hear the roosiers crow and flop 
their wings when old Joe went by?” said one 
of the boys. 

Fighting was an old business to him. It had 
deen his life’s work, his inspiration. The 
gound of cannonading was music in hus ears, 
for he began service asa lieutenant of artillery. 
He was in the Black Hawk war in 
9832. He was aide-de-ccamp to General 
Beott in the Seminole war in Flor- 
ida in 1837, was wounded in the 
gkull and in his uniform thirty bullet holes were 
counted. Heran the boundary line between 
Texas and the United States in 1844. Was in 
fhe second Florida war in 1845; ran the 
boundary line between the United 
Btates and the British provinces in 
1844. He was in all the noted battles 
ao} Mexico in 1846; was the first man 
%o plant a flag on the fortress at Cerro Gordo, 
and was badly wounded there. He hadcharge 
of the survey of Texas in 1852, and was in- 
spector-general of Utah in 1858. This is only 
f@ part of his varied services as a soldier. 

No wonder he’d felt at home, when placed in 
command of the southern army. No wonder 
that the boys had faith, and were ready to fol- 
Jow where old Joe led. We follow him from 
Manassas to Seven Pines, where he was again 
wounded, and no one ever doubted his ability 
to out-general the foe. He was always a cour- 
teous Virginia gentleman. On two occasions 
General Toombs rebelled against his military 
orders, and swore in his wrath that his boys 
Bhould not obey them. I was present 
at one of their interviews concerning the West 

oint rules that old Joe had ordered to be ob- 
perved by the brigade commandery. It began 
with a turbulent defiance from the impetuous 
Georgiaus and ended calm and serene with a 
bottle of apple brandy on the table between 
them—oild Joe’s orders were obeyed. Memory 
goes back to the winter quarters at Centerville 
in 1861-2 when the boys lived 
high and the south was jubi- 
Jant and everything went merry as a marriage 
bell.

The Slanders About Southern Prisoners An- 
swered by a Voice of ’64. 

Amongst the visiting veterans in Atlanta 
Saturday was Lieutenant S. M. Mayes, of Cobb 
county. 

“T came down to take part in the memorial 
exercises,”’ said he, ‘‘and I’ve seen so many of 
the boys it put me to thinking seriously about 
old times and the fellows that are gone now. 
I cot to wondering where they were, a lot of 
thei I remembered, whether they are living 
now or dead. 

“IT wish we had for every old reb herea 
big-hearted sure enough yankee. I'd pair 
‘em off, a yankee and a rebel, and watch ’em 
shake hands and be friends. The boys ain’t 
as bitter as they used tobe. They’re getting 
old, and they value peace and prosperity more 
than they used to, and they’re finding out 
that there are some mighty clever yankees in 
the world. 

“Now,” feeling in his pockets fora letter, 
‘“‘there’s something I’ve carried for over twen- 
ty-five years. I’m going to try and find out 
where these fellows live now, if they’re living 
atal]. I’d like mighty well to see ’em.”’ 

THE LETTER. 

The letter explains itself: 

“CAMP SUMTER, Ga., September 20th, 1864.—To 
Lieutenant S. M. Mayes, Second Georgia Infantry 
—Sir: We, the undersigned, prisoners of war now 
confined in the confederate tprison for 
upwards of eleven months, now deem it our 
duty to present you with a small and trifling tes- 
timonial to show you that we appreciate your no- 
ble and charitable conduct toward our poor sick 
brothers as well as well ones. This watch that we 
present you with is not as noble aoneas our hearts 
would be willing to present you with, but it is the 
best we are able to find. Hoping you may always 
beable to wear it in remembrance of those federal 
prisoners who present you with it. Hoping we 
inay be all able to enjoy the blessings of a peace- 
fuland happy home, and meet as brothers and 
not as enemies ina very short time.

LIEUTENANT MAYES. 

If any of the ex-federal prisoners are living 
now, Lieutenant Mayes would be glad to hear 
from them. His address is Lost Mountain, 
Cobb county, Georgia. 

Lieutenant Mayes is a typical confederate 
volunteer soldier. He is well known amongst 
his neighbors and remembered by his old com- 
rades all over the state. He volunteered at 
the very beginning of the war; was marched 
into service in the first company, which left 
Powder Springs, Captain Mayer commanding, 
“company D, 7th Georgia.’’ At the first bat- 
tle of Manassas Lieutenant Mayes was wound- 
ed in the head and left on the field as dead. 
But recovering he re-entered the ranks of 
his company, and at the second battie 
of Manassas was again severely 
wounded and disabled from further field serv- 
ice. Lieutenant Mays, when disabled from 
active duty, became united with the 2d Geor- 
gia Infantry, and was assigned to duty at An- 
dersonville. No man was more conscientiously 
faithful and true to the cause he esponsed. No 
man has been truer to Georgia and her inter- 
ests during all her struggles since the war. His 
interest in the union soldiers as manifested to- 
day is the index to his warm, chivalrous, 
southern heart. The letter speaks foritself, and 
shows the friendship and interest of Lieuten- 
ant Mayes is weil founded. May they meet 
again, as Lieutenant Mayes expresses it, ‘‘in his 
own home, in Cobb, on his farm—where wife, 
children and angels are the only guard.’”’ 


ST. LOUIS IS SHOCKED. 


In Defending Factory Girls Lee Merri- 
wether Makes Sensational Charges. 

St. Louis, Mo., April 27.—Labor Commis- 
sioner Lee Merriwether is probably one of the 
most thoughtful students of the Jabor problem 
in the United States. He hastaken to it from 
boyhood, and his education being the most 
liberal that a lavish expenditure of money 
could buy he is theoretically at least posted. 
Dr. Matthews, of the Centenary church, made 
recently what Mr. Merriwether considered an 
attack on the factory girls, and this is the way 
he answered him: 

‘Tf you will probe beneath the surface of 
society you will find more immorality than 
among those hard-working factory girls. I 
can take you out into the west end and show 
you ladies, every one of whom has a lover. 
And you would not find it out unless you 
played detective and followed them about day 
and night. People whose scope of observa- 
tion is not large are likely to form general 
opinions from individual cases. I think that 
is what is the matter in the present instance, 
and out of 17;000 girls it is not to be wondered 
at if some go wrong. Take the same propor- 
tion of the upper classes and see what you 
would find.”’ 

The statement, published in an afternoon 
newspaper, has caused a sensation. 


MONSTROUS HAILSTONES, 


Which Drove the People of Baltimore 
Within Doors. 

Wasurinoaton, April 27.—The signal office 
furnishes the following report from the signal 
service observer at Baltimore: 

The heaviest hailstorm on record at this sta- 
tion passed over Baltimore from northwest to 
southeast between 3:45 and 4 p. m. today. 
Many thousand windows in the city were 
broken, the damage py, Phomcaponer mainly 
to the western exposures. any runaways are 
reported. Some horses and carriages were 
abandoned in the _ streets, their owners 
leaving to seek shelter. It is probable that a 
number of people are injured, as the stones 
were very large, some measuring more thah 
twoinches in diameter and weighing more 


than four ounces each. The extent of the 


damage is not yet ascertained, but must have 
been very great.. A very heavy rain fell with 
the hail, eighty hundredths of an inch falling 
between 3:45 and4 p.m.

| UNDER THE WATER. 


THE FRIGHTFUL DEVASTATION 
ALONG THE MISSISSIPPI. 


Stock Carried Away, Houses Afloat, and the 
Waters Breaking Through the Levees, 
Overflowing the Land. 


New Orveans, April 26.—A Times-Demo- 
crat’s Bayou Sara special says: Yesterday 
morning early a start was made from the 
crevasses up the river, The day was a beau- 
tiful one, and the trip, though somewhat ardu- 
ous at times, has been much less so than was 
expected and the trip has been far from an 
unpleasant one. While there are no less than 
ten crevasses in the Pointe Coupee levee front, 
there are two that so completely overshadow 
the others in magnitude and importance, that 
the other eight seem hardly worth mention, 
though each, wlren seen by itself, makesa 
very striking picture. 

Starting from Bayou Sara the 
first crevasse’ on the opposite side 
of the river is about a mile below 
the town on the Taylor place. It broke early 
Monday morning. Itis avery moderaie-Size 
levee, and the break is 200 feet wide. The 
next is a smaller break, on the Taylor place, 
about half a mile of the river. About 400 
yards further up the river is another break on 
the Pecan place. 

Then comes a long stretch of unbroken 
levees, but about six miles further up the 
river is the Fanny Riche crevasse, which is of 
amore formidable character than thosebelow 
it. Here the volume of water is some six feet 
deep and over four hundred feet wide. The 
current is very swift, and sends a roaring, 
ragged-looking cataract through the break and 
tearing through a grove of pecan and live oaks 
that stand just behind the levee. The back- 
water spreads out in a vast lake that touches 
the swamps and meets the Atchafalaya over- 
flow. 

There are many houses and cabins standing 
in the path of the flood, but as yet few, if any, 
have been washed away. How far the water 
from this break has been instrumental in flood- 
ing the country is impossible to determine, for 
it is assumed that even had the low levee been 
held, the water from the upper break would 
have been here by this time, and the flooding 
of these plantations only been a question of a 
few daysatthe furthest. As it is, the whole 
river, from a point below Taylor’s to Old Rive, 
if not now under water, will be soon. 

A great deal of stock has been taken out, 
but much more must be removed, or lost ina 
very short time. About three miles up the 
river from the Fanny Riehe crevasse, 
comes a small break at the Stone- 
wall place. The crevasse is about 
six or seven feet deep, and 130 feet wide. Mor- 
ganza proper is about five miles still further 
up the river. 

The crevasse at New Morganza is about 15,- 
500 *feet wide, carrying inland over 150,000 
cubic feet of water per second. This upper 
break, which was the first of the big ones, 18 
700 feet wide and fourteen feet deep. This 
break is right in the path of the great Mor- 
ganza crevasse that has now become a feature 
of _state history and the _ batture  be- 
tween it and the bank of the river dis- 
tinctly shows the path of the destrue- 
tive flood at that time. The timber 
on the batture wasdestroyedand swept away, 
and in the years intervening the growth of 
young trees in its channel has been light and 
scattering. The vast volume of water nearest 
the break is a smooth, shining torrent that swells 
in the center as it gathers its force for its mad 
—: There is hardly a ripple to break its 

oiling, eddying surface, but just as it sweeps 
into the break it curves on each side into huge 
breakers, which have chafed the crumbling 
eddies of the levee, even after it has made its 
first wild leap on its errand of devastation, 

At Bayou Sara the water of the riveris only 
about a foot or less below the crown of the 
levee, which at the break was twenty-six feet 
high, with a base of over 200 feet. The break 
is now some 1,500 fect wide, and is caving off 
the lower end at the rate of 300 feet in 
twenty-four hours. Captain Kingman esti- 
inated the discharge through this crevasse at 
over 150,000 cubic feet per second, and as his 
calculation was based on a breach a little over 
1,200 feet wide, it can readily be understood 
how rapidiy the discharge is increasing. The 
average cost of this levee was $10 per running 
foot, so that at the present rate of caving the 
lower end is wasting away at the rate of $300 
per day. Every efiort will be made to save 
what remains at Morganza, with as little delay 
as possible. The United States steamer Ruby, 
with a gang of thirty men engaged in securing 
a supply of willows for mattresses. The tow- 
boat Prince and tug Tilda arrived off the 
crevasse with a barge load of rock from New 
Orieans with which to load the mattresses. 
Captain Kingman expects to have the mat- 
trasses intended to protect the levees at the 
lower end of the break, ready to sink tonight. 
The greatest difficulty and danger will attend 
the work, as it will be necessary to run the 
barge down close to the break, right in the 
strongest of its tremendous suction, and then 
warp it out over the lower side. The mat- 
tress will be 150 feet long and placed against 
the levee, so that as it crumbles away the un- 
supported portion of the willow branches will 
lap the foundation of the broken end and pro- 
tect it, while the opposite end of the mattress 
will be securely anchored to the sound portion 
of the dike. 

THE DELUGE IN TEXAS. 

Heavy rains are reported throughout north 
and west Texas. At many places the rain fall 
during the past twenty-four hours has_ been 
three inches, and nine inches since last Mon- 
day. Eailway washouts are reported from 
every direction, and on many roads trains are 
abandoned indefinitely. The loss of a portion 
of the big iron bridge, near Vernon. on the 
Denver, Texas and Fort Worth road, will 
necessitate the transfer of freight and 
passengers there for some time 
tocome. Several miles of the Texas and Pa- 
cific track are under water between Fort Worth 
and El Paso. The St. Louis, Arkansas and 
Texas freignt and passenger depots, in the 
northern suburbs of Forth Worth, are under 
Water, as are all the low lands, known as the 
northside. As far as heard from no loss of life 
has been reported, but damage to crops, rail- 
roads and property has been enormous and 
will run into the hundreds of thousands.

Baton Rover, La., April 27.—The work of 
closing the Martinez crevasse, below Baton 
Rouge, is progressing favorably. Two steam- 
boats, two tugboats, four barges and 1,500 men 
are at work.

‘West MELVILLE, La., April 27.—Every- 
thing looks gloomy. There are six 
feet of water in our town limits, and 
-notasign of land anywhere, except a small 
strip of levee on the front. The water is 
within two inches of the top of the levee, and 
no more material is obtainable. The earth 
here is about being covered with water. It 
has been raining torrents allday. Both river 
and back water are rising. 
A WOFUL STORY. 

New OrRvEANS, La., April 27.—A Baton 
Rouge spews) says: J. M. Ferguson arrived 
last night from the rear of Pointe Coupee 

arish. He came in a skiff, and brought with 
iim his household effects. He substantiated 
the rumors of the loss of life in the back coun- 
try, and states that at a point between Mor- 
gansand Labelle, about nine miles inland, 
fully five negroes, named Wabon, were swept 
out of existence. On his way out he ran across 
the drowned body of a negro man unknown to 
him. The body was floating in the swamp, 
and Ferguson made it fast toa tree. Hundréds 
of drowned stock passed, and Ferguson said 
the suffering is terrible in the interior. Baton 
Rouge is full of refugees, and many are secur- 
ing homes in the hills, while others are await- 
ing the falling of the waters.

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The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of the cotton movement, says 
that for the week ending last Friday night 
the total receipts have reached 19,559 bales, 
against 20,981 bales last week and 25,570 
bales the previous week, making the total 
receipts since the 1st of September, 1889, 
5,681,049 bales, against 5,388,988 bales for 
the same period of 1888-9, showing an in- 
crease since September 1, 1889, of 293,061 
bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 

2.505 bales, of which 36,495 were to Great 
Britain, 750 to France and 15,260 to the rest 
of the continent. The total sales for for- 
ward delivery for the weck are 468,000 bales. 
For immediate delivery the total sales foot 
up 6,641 bales, including 4,710 for export 
and, 1,951 for consumption. 


The imports into continental ports have. 


been 79,000 bales. There is an increase in 
the cotton in sight of 216,880 bales as com- 
pared with the same date of 1889, an in- 
crease of 41,673 bales as compared with the 
corresponding date of 1888 and a decrease of 
69,974 bales as compared with 1887, 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 8,356 bales, and are 2,767 
bales more than at the same period last 
year. The receipts at the same towns have 
been 644 bales more than the same week 
last year, and since September Ist the re- 
ceipts at all the towns are 24,026 bales more 
thau for the same time in 1888-89. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1889, are 5,748,688 bales; 
in 1888-89 were 5,454,645 bales; in 1887-85 
were 5,396,765 bales. Although the receipts 
at the outports the past week were 19,550 
bales, the actual movement from planta- 
tions was only 9,16i bales, the balance being 
taken from the stocks at the interior towns. 
Last year the receipts from the plantations 
for the same week were 14,407 bales and for 
1888 they were 13,235 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation 
in cotton for future delivery at New York 
was at hardening values on Saturday and 
Monday morning; but soon after the open- 
ing on Monday a decline set in, which con- 
tinued with little interruption down to the 
close of Tuesday’s business, when this crop 
had receded 12 or 14 points from the best 
figures early on Monday. ‘This sharp break 
was due mainly to the check upon the aid- 
vancing course of the price of silver, but 
disquieting reports of labor troubles in 
middie Europe contributed to the depression. 
Not only did the ‘‘longs’’ unload freely, but 
-the bears again had the courage to ‘‘go 
short,’’ with more freedom than during sev- 
eral weeks past, anticipating a further de- 
cline. 

But on Wednesday silver and the Liver- 
pool market were up again; the sellers of 
eotton on Tuesday were active buyers to 
cover, and prices soon recovered to about 
the best figures on Monday. Some of the 
early advance was lost iy the last hour, 
under sales to realize, but ‘‘going short’’ for 
afurther decline was not done to any ex- 
tent. 

On Thursday there was an early advance, 
which was soon lost; but in the last hour 
there was renewed buoyancy, with some ex- 
citement, on reports of a sharp advance in

~ es advanced to the highest figure of the 
season, With heavy buying for July and 
August, and the buying for the next winter 
months materially increased. 

‘Friday the opening was a few points 
‘higher, in response to an important rise in 
Liverpool, but under free selling prices soon 
receded. The next crop was quite freely 
dealt in, October being the favorite month. 

The Chronicle’s telegraphic advices indi- 
cate that in portions of Texas, Mississippi 
and Arkansas the rainfall has been heavy. 
In Texas it was of great benefit, being 
meeded, but in the other states mentioned it 
delayed planting operations. Elsewhere fa- 
vorable weather has prevailed. In some 
sections planting is about completed, and 
cotton is developing promisingly.

many are compelled by law to pur- 
chase cach month a certain amount of geld 
bullion. The object is, of course, to main- 
tain the price of gold bullion The object 
of increasing the coinage of silvez is to re- 
monetize silver by natural and easy steps 
until it reaches the value of gold, and then 
free coinage will intervene to relieve the 
government of all further inconvenience and 
responsibility. 

Another monometalist organ maintains 
that the proposed increase of coinage will 
have no measurable effect on the value of 


silver, and declares that the only result will 


be to flood the country with depreciated eur- 
rency. Such a view as this isso indisputa- 
bly a manifestation of crankism that it is 
not worth while even to point out the faet 
that the increase of $5,400,000 monthly will 
more than exhaust the output of silver bul- 
lion in this country, and the very suggestion 
of such a measure has already increased the 
price in the New York market. 

The New York Times argues that even if 
the price of silver rises to a parity with 
gold there is not the least certainty that it 
could be maintained, the determining force 
being the continuous purchase of bullion by 
the government. This, the Times suggests, 
could not go on forever, and it asserts that 
when the buying ceases the price of silver 
will fali to its old level. This argument is 
too clever by half. What reason would 
there be for continuing the purchase of bul- 
lion after silver has reached a parity with 
gold? When this is accomplished there will 
be no objection in any respectable quarter to 
free coinage. 

{tis curiousthrough what illogical mazes of 
contradictions the eastern editors try to lead 
their readers when discussing this subject. 
Their methods and arguments are in decided 
contrast to those of well-known business men, 
who must be presumed to know quite as 
much about the matter as the editors. Here 
is Mr. William P. St. John, of the Mercan- 
tile National bank of New York, for in- 
stance, who says that he is convinced that 
the Wnited States will be able to maintain 
the price of silver with entire safety; that 
the enactment will be followed in a year or 
two by the reopening of the European mints 
to silver; and that, meanwhile, the entire 
tendency will be to enhance the price in 
Europe of the products of the United States, 
particularly wheat and cotton, which will 
tend to stimulate the importation of gold, 
instead of threatening to banish gold. 

This is the common sense of the situa- 
tion. 


What of Co-operation’? 

The New York Herald publishes an inter- 
view with Bismarck, in which the Iron 
Chancellor displays the same rugged quali- 
ties which gave him the soubriquet, ‘“The 
man of blood and iron.”’ 

Concerning the proposed demonstration by 
workingmen, he says that the employer and 
the employed will always be enemies, and 
when the workingmen cease to struggle for 
an improveinent of their condition the world 
will be worse off. He seems to take it for 
granted that to improve his condition, the 
workingman must be at war with his em- 
ployer. This view ignores the fact that 
there is such a thing as co-operation between 
employer and employed; either in schemes 
of pure co-operation or by such modified 
forms of it as profit-sharing, which has been 
found practicable in some lines of industry. 

Singularly enough the socialists, or men 
classed with them—Robert Owen, for in- 
stance—have been the pioneers of co-opera- 
tion. So well is this understood that co- 
operation has been called ‘‘the one worthy 
offspring of socialism, happily rescued from 
the dangerous custody of its parent.’’ 

Bismarck seems to think a struggle for 
improvement of necessity involves eternal 
warfare between classes and between em- 
ployer and employed. As well might this 
dogmatic opinion be applied to the advance 
of the arts and sciences of old, obstructed or 
fostered by princes according to their dispo- 
sitions, but now conducted largely upon the 
fraternal idea which joyfully accepts a good 
or great production from whatever source— 
a kind of brotherhood feeling which finds 
natural expression in the term, “‘fellow,”’ 
by which members of learned bodies are 
designated. 

Why may not the same kind of fellowship 
which blesses the pursuit of learning at 
length be vouchsafed to the industrial arts? 

The world ever looks with suspicion upon 
anything new, whether good or bad, and it 
is a sad commentary on the learning and the 
statesmanship of the world that they lag 
behind the progress of the masses in social 
reforms. Bismarck well says that labor has 
won the most victories; and this is an evi- 
dence that labor has been working in the 
line of progress, for it is admitted on ‘all 
sides that the status of labor is better for all 
parties today than it was fifty years ago. 

Therefore, the man who undertakes to set 
bars and doors forits advance, or to limit its 
purpose by saying it will always be at war 
with capital, is speaking at a venture and 
without bearings.

Very Like War. 


It is to be hoped that the reports of the 
coming labor strike in Chicago on the Ist of 
May are greatly exaggerated. 

Many close observers express the opinion 
that it will be the greatest strike ever known 
in an American city. j 

According to the estimate of Joseph Gruen- 
hut, @ prominent socialistic labor agitator, 
some 223,000 workers will be engaged in a 
strike affecting 11,527 business firms. Near- 
ly all the trades will present a solid front in 
favor of the eight-hour day. 

Many people fear that the occasion will 
be signalized by ‘disorder and violence. 
When one-third of the habitants of a great 
city take the streets with the determination 
to overawe capital, and show their strength, 
the outlook will be anything but peaceful. 

There is not a more dangerous rallying 
point of socialists and anarchists in all the 
It is a city where 
the red flag is held in honor, and where 
thousands of desperate men regard the lead- 
ers of the Haymarket massacre as martyrs. 
With these elements mixed up in an im- 
mense labor demonstration trouble may be 
expected. 

The situation bristles with difficulties. 
The authorities and good people of Chicago 
krow their danger, but they see no way out 
of it. There is but one thing to do, and 
that is to have the police and military ready 
to preserve peace and order at any cost. 
The better class.of workingmen will behave 
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It eannot be denied that ail this is very 
like internecine war. Perhaps it will ¢éome. 
The best preventive is to nip it -in the bud, 
and not wait until it becomes formidable. 


She Went the Rounds. 

There is something wrong with the immi- 
gration Office in New York, and with the 
law covering the immigration question. At 
least, there appears to be a misunderstand- 
ing as to the duties of various officials in the 
care and disposition of a certain class of im- 


| migrants. 


Here is a case in point:. A poor German 
woman—a widow. sick and helpless, recently 
applied to the Barge office authorities for 
medical aid; she had no money to pay a doc- 
tor, and her condition was such that death 
might have resulted from delay. The Barge 
office officials decided that her case was be- 
yond their jurisdiction, so they packed her 
off to Castle Garden; she was scarcely able 
to walk, but was taken to that famous insti- 
ttition by an officer. The secretary heard 
her story, but refused to do anything for her 
and sent her back to the Barge office. Again 
she was sent to Castle Garden, and again re- 
turned; and- yet once more, though the 
woman was suffering terrible agony, she-was 
marched back to Castle Garden, and 
promptly returned again, the secretary stat- 
ing that he was obliged to refuse her admis- 
sion, as Secretary Windom, in a recent let- 
ter, declined to pay the expenses of immi- 
grants who had been taken charge of by the 
state board. 

At last, after having goné the rounds of 
these two offices, fainting and half dead, the 
poor woman was dispatched to Bellevue hos- 
pital. But there the officials declined to re- 
ceive her, as she was “‘stilla ward of the im- 
migration authorities.’ From Bellevue the 
woman was sent to the city superintendent 
of the outdoor poor; but that gentleman, in 
turn, directed her to Castle Garden and 
closed his doors against her; refused by the 
latter for the fourth time, and yet again by 
the Barge office men, the poor won a1 laid 
down to die on gne of the benches at Bat- 
tery park, where she was at last found by an 
agent of the German Immigration society 
and given shelter and medical attention. 

This is a pitiful state of affairs— it is red- 
tapism with a vengeance. If the wretched 
woman had died when she was going the 
painful rounds it would have been al! right 
and nobody to blame. MRed-tape is a great 
thing! 


A Bold Challenge. 

Mr. George Kennan’s exposures of Siberian 
Outrages have attracted world-wide atten- 
tion, and the brave American has become a 
formidable foe to the peace of the Russian 
authorities. In fact, heis a perpetual night- 
mare to them, and has placed the czar and 
his minions in an unenviable light before 
the world. 

The Russian government has been very 
watchful of his movements, and has taken 
great pains, through its paid emissaries, 
to deny his statements and break his influ- 
ence. 

To these denials Mr. Kennan replies with 
a bold challenge to the ezar’s government. 
He proposes to go before the International 
Prison congress, at St. Petersburg, and prove 
all the charges he has made, if Russia will 
agree to summon his -witnesses.' He has 
official documents wherewith to meet all 
denials, and these he will furnish at that 
time, provided he receives an invitation to 
do so.

He referred to the roll-call of thefeconfederate 
army usitis answered today in the eternal 
world, bya much greater number than the 
number left on earth, and to the certainty 
that within another twenty years those who 
are here shall nearly all have met on eternity’s 
shore. He expressed the ardent hope that 
none would meet in eternity’s night. ‘He 
who is enrolled under the banner of Christ can 
never grow old.” It is a faithful service to 
the end, and as Mr. Spurgeon says ‘‘the Christ- 
ian’s dying day is the spring day of his ex- 
istence.”” Referring to the certainty that 
those present would never all meet again on 
earth, and hoping that all would be enrolled 
under Christ’s banner from this time forward, 
he closed saying— 

“God be with you till we meet again, 
Meet at Jesus’ feet.” 

Another hymn was sung, after which 
Dr. J. Wim. Jones, former chaplain of the 13th 
Virginia regiment, and missionary chaplain to 
A. P. Hill’s- corps, was introduced by Chap- 
lain Cleveland. 

DR. de WwM. JONES. 

If I were to trust myself to speak of the hal- 
lowed memories—the precious associations—that 
this scene recalls, IL should far exceed the limits 
of time assigned me upon this occasion, 

As 1 look into the eyes of these bronzed veterans 
of the breve old days of ’61-"65—the “men who 
wore the gray” then, and are, indeed, men in gray 
now—I recall scenes which it were not proper, 
perhaps, to revive here and now. 

But [thank God forthe hallowed memories of 
the past and the precious privilege of this hour. 

My brother Evans said that he was not a 
preacher during the war, but I happen to know 
that while not formally a preacher he was a prac- 
tical preacher, and while gallantly lead- 
ing his brave men into the 
thickest of the fight, he was always ready to 
“stand up for Jesus,” and to exhort them with 
eloquent words to come to Christ. 

Ah! how well we all remember those days of 
glorious revival in the lower valley of Virginia— 
in the eg church at Fredericksburg, 
in the camps before and after Chancellorsville, 
along the Rapidan, after Getteysburg, when there 
begun that great revival which made well nigh 
every camp vocal with the praise of God, and 
went gloriously on through the winter of °63-64, 
through the campaign of ’H4, and along the 
trenches at Petersburg, until 15,000 of Lee’s brave 
men had found Christin the camp and_ enlisted 
under the banner of thefeaptain of our salvation.” 

Dr. Jones then related several pathetic inci- 
dents of dying soldiers who went rejoicing 
from the smoke of battle to the peace, and 
rest, and joy of heaven, and concluded his re- 
marks as follows: 

Comrades, I greet you here today, and count it 
an honor, and a privilege to address you. 

In these days it is the fashion among certain 
men to sneer at religion as something well 
enough, perhaps, for old men, women, 
children, or sick people, but not 
needed by the strong and the manly. They 
say that our old Bible and our old-fashioned re- 
ligion is not needed by the manhood of this. pro. 
gressive century. 

Well, Robert E. Lee wasa man, was he not? 
Stonewall Jackson was every inch a man. 

The immortal heroes who, in ragged jacket and 
bare feet followed them -to an immortality 
of fame were inen, were they not? Aye, were not 
these nature’s true noblemen, who nced trace no 
lineage back to prince or king, but whose deeds 
stamped reyaity° on their browa forever. Now, 
these great leaders, and many of their peeriess 
men considered it no derogation of their manhood 
to bring all their honorsand their achievements 
and lay them at the feet of Jesus; to walk in the 
oid paths of the old Bible: to be humble followers 
of the Great Captain. 

If the voice of one of these could be heard from 
the giory Jand today it would ring in your ears in 
clarion notes, ‘Be ye followers of me, even as I, 
also, am of Christ.” 

I close, with just this word more. 
eyes of men here before me, who in 
the camp, on the march, in the bivouack, 
in the hospital, in the werayes and espécialy amid 
the leaden and iron hail of battle, have often 
made vows that if God would spare them and 
bring them back ,home in safety they would serve 
Him as long as they lived. 

God has kept his part of the contract. He 
shielded you in the hour of battle, and raised: you 
up from the bed of illness. You go into the 
homes of the people and _ there are 
vacant chairs, voices missing in. the 
evening  niusic, loved forms that come 
not back to their accustomed places,and hearts 
that often bleed afresh for one touch of the voice 
that is stilled. These were comrades dearly loved 
and sadly nrissed in our great gathering on yester- 
day, and who shall eome no more to our 
earthiy reunions. But you_ are spared 
and are here today beneath this 
Clear sky and mingling. in this--seryice, which 
recalls so vividly those of other days. 

Asan old chaplain who loves the confederate 
soldier as he does no other man on earth, I come 
with this exhortation: “Say now thy vows unto 
the Lord in the presence of all His*peopte.” 

God help you and bless you, my comrades, 
that hy simcere repentance toward God 
and faith in our Lord JesusChrist, ~ you 
may be ready when your SUMMONS 
comes to foilow our great leaders and Christian 
comrades gone before—to “cro4s over the river 
and rest under the shade of the frees!” 

“Shall we meet beyond tie river, 
Where the surges cease to roar; 

Where, in all that bright forever, 
Sorrow ne’er shall oppress the soul.’’ 

This beautifully touching hymn was sung, 
closing the exercises. 

After a benediction, pronounced by Rev. F. 
P. Cleveland, chaplain of the Veterans’ asso- 
ciation, the old seldiers crowded round the 
stand to shake the hand of General Evans, 


Dr. Jones and the others who occupied it.

SCHOOL COMMISSIONER HOOK 


Issues a Circular Letter to the County Com- 
missioners of the State. 


Judge J. 8. Hook, state school commissioner, 
has issued an important circular to the county 
school commissioners throughout the state. 

Among other things he calls their attention 
to the next public examination of teachers, to 
take place May 30th and 3lst next. 

He contemplates in future the holding of 
these examinations for one day only, instead 
of two, and asks the views of. the county com- 
missioners on the question. Opinions are to 
be forwarded to Judge Hook at once, giving 
preference for either one or two days. 

County commissioners are requested to give 
twenty days’ notice of the May examinations, 
and also to furnish Judge Hook with the 
names of people to give him certain statistical 

ata. 

In reference to these data, the circular states: 

‘First, I wish to know how many teachers 
you have in your respective counties. I have 
attempted to do all in my power to help teach- 
ers wanting schools and schools wanting 
teachers by keeping a docket in my office 
where I register the wants of each. Thish:s 
enabled me to do some good work in this way. 
But you must see that.a full list of the teach- 
ers in the state is a valuable record 
which should existin this office, and would 
greatly aid teachers and all others 
interested. I have long desired this list, 
and I now make direct appeal to you to 
furnish it to this department. Let there be 
two lists furnished—one@containing the names 
of white teachers, male and female, and the 
other colored, male and female. 

‘Second, please send me a list of the school- 
houses in your respective counties, and the 
character of the structures—whether log, 
framed or brick or stone—and the estimated 
value of each. . 

‘Third, I wish each of you towrite me short 
statements of interest touching the school 
work and its progress in your county, that I 
may embody your statements over your own 
names in my biennial report.”’

GEN. E. KIRBY SMITH 


AND HIS WESTERN EMPIRE BEYOND 
THE MISSISSIPPI. 


A Remarkable Family Which Has Fuar- 
nished Soldiers for Every War Since 
Colonial Times. 


But for the surrender of the confederate 
forces in the east there is no telling what 
might have been the result of General Kirby 
Smith’s operations beyond the Mississippi. 
Virtually dictator of a vast empire of almost 
unparalleled richness of resources and the 
commander of a victorious army of 20,000 to 
30,000 men, he was strong in his surroundings 
and prowess. 


Comparatively little is known on this side 
the great river of the immense operations of 
Genera! Smith in the trans-Mississippi depart- 
ment. Like Napoleon, in Egypt, he had to 
construct a system of society. He sent cotton 
to Europe and brought back machinery with 
which to develop the resources of the country 
upon which his operations had to rely for sup- 
plies. Furnaces and factories were built, mines 
were opened and a self-sustaining society 
was built up which, but for the remoteness of 
the larger armiesof Lee and Johnston, would 
have enabled them to protract the war much 
longer, when their immediate environment 
was stripped by the foraging parties. 

It was General Smith who turned the tide 
of battle at Manassas Junction the first time 
just atthe time when, as General Johnston 
Says, neither side could have held out much 
longer. 

Coming up in a cloud of dust _General 
Smith’s forces were at first hidden from view 
and fora few moments the federals thought 
the advancing troops were reinforcements 
brought up by Patterson, who had been sent to 
cut off reinforcements from the confederates. 

General Smith was promoted for gallant 
service and put in command of the depart- 
ment of east Tennessee, Kentucky, north 
Georgia and western North Carolina. 
Here he was under the painful 
necessity of leading his forces against the fed- 
eral army in which his brother, Colonel Joseph 
Kirby Smith, was fighting, andit was in the 
battle of Corinth that the latter fell. 

General Smith isa soldier by right of he- 
redity. His father and grandfather were sol- 
diers before him, his grandfather in the revo- 
lutionary war and his father in the war of 1812. 
His natural qualities were developed by mili- 
tary training at West Point and in Mexico 
under General Scott. He first distinguished 
himself at the battle of Cerro Gordo, where 
five Mexican generals and 3,000 men were 
captured. But the worst of that war was to 
come. Santa Anna retreated to the City of 
Mexico, where he had collected an army of 
20,000 mens On the way to Mexico General 
Scott captured Contreras and Churubusco. In 
both of these engagements Kirby Smith led 
his men with great valor and he was twice 
breveted for gallantry at Cerro Gordo and 
Contreras. 

He had a pruminent part in the capture of 
Molino del Rey, which was defended by 14,000 
Mexicans, who were defeated and many of 
them captured by Worth’s army of 3,500 men.
